Undoubtedly the most interesting 
city in the world—at any rate, to Huro- 
peans and Americans—is Rome. For 
twenty-five centuries she has been 
passing through exciting scenes such 
as have been but occasional with otner 
cities. And her changes have been 
mo less remarkable. There was the 
austere purity of the republic, the 
profligacy of the empire, her almost 
obliteration following the many at- 
tacks of her enemies, the petty quar- 
rela and villainies of the middle ages. 

Perhaps the most despicable period 
at Rome was during the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. Within this 
period every head of a family inhabit- 
ed his tower or stronghold, in which 

he defended himself against every oth- 
er family. There were the Orsini, the 
Borgias, the Colonna and many other 
clans whose business it was to fight, 
slaughter or poison one another, Some 
of them gréw rich through plunder— 
there was then no other way—and 
built enormous palaces, where they 
lived with their retainers in princely 
style. 

During a visit to Rome I occupied a 
room in one of these palazzios. The 
building is very long and has been cut 
up into sections by partition walls. 
Not that there is any regularity in 
these partitions; they occur any and 
everywhere, and it is not easy to tell 
which ones were a part of the original 
palace and which have been built in 
since. I was curious about the pile, 
for though I was then but twenty-tive 
years old I had read much about medi- 
eval Italy, and I knew the history of 
the house from its building. It was 

- erected by one of the most villainous 
of the Roman family leaders that 
flourished in the fifteenth century. A 
mumber of times his enemies besieged 
his palace, overcame his followers, but 
could never capture him. The fox had 
means of escape that enabled him to 
go forth a free man, though every 
avenue of exit was carefully watched.

Then the exten- 
sion melted away, and there was only 
the ill defined space at the end of the 
corridor to whith I bad been, used.

the Medical Building of Toronto Uni- 
versity. 

Almost continuously since her grad- 
uation has Prof. Clara Benson been 
connected with the university. For 
the first two years she held a chemis- 
try fellowship in the Arts Faculty, 
chemistry having been’ her specialty 
through a brilliant college course. 
This was a preparation for her ap- 

intment to a lectureship in ‘the 

illian Massey School of Household 
Science, until that institution became 
a cepartment of the University of To- 
ronto. The change, while not altering 
Prof. Clara Benson's work, has placed 
her on the same footing as the other 
university professors. Her lectures 
ate given to men and women alike, 
the course chosen, not the sex of the 
student, being the determining factor, 
for much of the work of the House- 
hold Science and Medical courses is 
along the same lines, - 

Sitting in her spotless laboratory 
outfit, which is a long white linen af- 
fair, buttoning down one side ftum 
shoulder to skirt hem, Miss Benson 
spoke of her work, but scarce a word 


| of herself. Her manner has the charm 


of complete unconsciousness, her 
poise, humor, reserve, and radiant 
good health make up a_ personality 
which differs delightfully from the 
stock idea of a learned lady. But 
it was with her official life the visitor 
was chiefly concerned. 

Prof. Benson’s lecttites take up the 
analysis of foods, physiological chem- 
istry, and digestion and nutrition 
dealt with from a scientific point of 
view. It is purely a matter of acci- 
dent, or, perhaps, rather of conveni- 
ence, that her lecture room is in the 


| Medical Building, a fact that conveys 


to the uninitiated the erroneous im- 
pression that the work of herself and 
her assistants differs in value and 
kind- from that of other women lee- 
turers whose rooms are in the build- 
ing devoted to Household Science. 
The creation of the Faculty of 
Household Science in Toronto Uni- 
versity has raised the study from a 
purely feminine pursuit, Prof. Benson 
pointed out, to an equal footing with 
other sciences, and with ine i

|ON THE WATCH FOR THIEVES. 


Precautions Taken to Keep Jewelry 
. and Gold and Silver Articles, That 
| May Have Been Stolen, Out of the 
| Government’s Melting Pot. 

The way in which the United States 


assay office in Wall street keeps it- 
self from becoming a “fence” where 


| thieves and crooks may bring their 


stolen wares to bave them melted and 
receive cash for the same was recently 
explained by the superintendent, 

The federal statutes make it difficult 
for those in charge to refuse any gold 
or silver banded in, The statute reads 
in part that “any owner of gold and 


| pilver bullion shall be entitled to de- 


posit the same, and {it shall be melted 
and assayed immediately.” It doe» 
not designate that only the rightfub 
owner may apply for service, and inas- 
much as possession is nine points of the 
law of rightful ownership the assayer 
is not allowed to be a doubting Thom- 
as. 

“Several years ago,” said the super- 


| intendent, “there was a city detective 


stationed in the building to watch for 
jewelry and gold and silver pieces that 
‘were presented for assaying to deter- 
mine whether or not they were stolen 


| goods. He remained here for eighteen 


months, and during that time he did 
not catch a single thief. The reason 
was that the news undoubtedly went 


| out to every ‘fence,’ crook and thief of 


every description in the city that a 
guard was at the assay office and to 
watcb out for him, 

“After the city detective was with- 
drawn it became more necessary to se- 


| cure some otber means to prevent our 


offices from really becoming a ‘fence’ 
for stolen artictes. r 

“The one provision we finally incor- 
porated into our rules that bas kept 
away from us the greatest portion of 
stolen goods that might otherwise be 
headed in our direction was that we re- 
fused to accept any bullion that will 
assay less than $100, In this way we 
are able to refuse any ordinary quan- 
tity of rings, watches and other trin- 
kets that would be stolen and which 
we know will not contain pure metal 
to that amount. Of course sometimes 
we will accept stuff and it will turm 
out to be worth a few dollars under 
the amount, but we cannot always 
guess correctly when looking at goods. 

“We have many other ways of deter- 
mining whether goods presented to us 
have been stolen, but it would not be 
wise to let every crook in town know

The Temple of the Sun lay a mile 
beyond the tombs. A sloping way led 
up to a cloistered platform of stone, 
whence there was a flight of steps 
up to the sanctuary open to the sky. 
the walls and floor of which were 
covered with glazed tile. This is the 
temple so much admired by Cam- 
byses, and it is supposed there is 
some connection between the tradi- 
tion. of this remarkable building and 
the Homeric, legend of Zeus and the 
other gods who feasted 12 days each 
year among ‘“‘the blameless Ethio- 
pian.”’

How this can be done 
best and also most economically is a 
question on which there might be 
great difference of opinion, but it ie 
my purpose here to describe a mgthod 
that has been applied successfully for 
several years and one which seems 
economical. 

Ags soon as the sheep a*e housed in 
the tall they are fed clover hay in the 
morning and corn fodder at night, care 
being taken to feed only what-they 
will eat up clean. 

They have free access to salt and 
water all the time, The cornstalks 
were grown in drills about three feet 
apart, on which a good many ears 
have formed,. The stalks from the 
parts of the field in general on which 
grew the poorest and smallest ears are 
fed before lambing and those with the 
best ears after, This avoids feeding 
too much corn before the heavier feed- 
ing is begun. The sheep have no diffi- 
culty in husking the corn or getting 
it off the cob, and they certainly waste 
less than the ordinary corn sheller. 
This feeding is continued with little 
variation until! a few days after the 
lambs are dropped unless bean pods 
are available, in which case they are 
substituted occasionally for the night 
feeding of fodder.
